How the *‘No Fence’? Law Works 
wn North Caroline. 

The Charlotte (N. C.) Democrat gives 
the following account of the operation 
of the “‘ao fence” law, in four districts

The law went into effectin March, 
when the people were busy preparing 
to plant the present crop. Nearty all 
succeeded in getting sufficient pasture 
fenced for the stock kept on their prem- 
ises, 

The law works admirably, The

While 
those who work on the old plan of fen- 
cing up their fields will be busy in win- 
ter making rails, hauling and building) 
them on their crazy fences, we will be 
cleaning up our rich fence rows fora 
luxuriant crop ‘another year. And while 
they are paying out their money for 
these repairs, we are spending the same 
in compost heaps, clover lots, rye lots, 
and falland winter plowing.

OF SHEEP FRIGHTENED ‘TO 


DEATH. 

The Alameda (Cal.) Independent has 
the following : Last week we mentioned 
the loss of a large number of sheep in 
the hills back of Mission San Jose, be- 
longing to Mr. Ashurst, but were misin- 
formed as to the manner of their death. 
It was not by rushing down a precipice, 
but in anotber and most singular way 
that the misfortune occurred. The sheep, 
to the number of about 2,500, were 
quietly feeding on a hill about three miles 
east of Mission San Jose, on Sunday af- 
ternoon, July 4th, when a man who had 
been a short time working for the owners 
of the sheep suddenly uttered a loud 
yell, which had the effect of frightening 
the sheep. They immediately commenced 
running down hill as fast as they could. 
At or near the bottom of the hill a large 
patch of poison oak was growing, and 
they rushed pell mell into it. ‘Here their 
legs got so entangled that they could not 
move. Meanwhile the others behind 
came rushing down upon them, until 
they were piled in layers six deep, one 
upon the other. Of course the most of 
them were soon suffocated and dead. 

One of the owners came to the spot 
within ten minutes afterward, and with 
the aid of a Spaniard succeeded in pull- 
ing out and rescuing about tifty head. 
But the number that lost their lives in 
this strange way was seven hundred in 
all. Itis suppose that the yell given 
by the hired men was done for the pur- 

se of starting the sheep off to camp. 

The three brothera Ashurst, who own 
the sheep, had recently brought them 
from New Idria, in Fresno county, and 
arrivdd with them at their pasture, near 
the Mission, only on the first day of 
July, four days before the accident. The 
sheep were worth $2.50 to $3 per head. 
One of the brothers, the gentleman from 
whom we got our information, is so dis- 
gusted with the result that he is deter- 
mined to sell out his share in this herd 
and in another here in the same hills. 
He has about 3,000 in all forsale. The 
most of those left are stock sheep.

It is the fact that the peo- 
ple of Winnebago in a numerously signed 
protest, and the grand army of the re- 
public, denounced Mr. Davis, who was 
even declared a “‘traitor anda coward” 
unfit for their association. Nor was this 
the extent of the insult. We have yet to 
sec one leading radical paper denounce 
or condemn this conduct, the Washing- 
ton Chronicle and a number strongly jus- 
tifying the tuffianism, It is also true 
that with the exception of the New York 
Herald’ and a few others—a _ fact 
published in that journal — 
neither the independent or party press 
of the north have decried the outrage. 
To deny these statements is to fly reck- 
lesshy, inthe face of truth. Yet there 
are mcn professing Southern fealty, and 
liying beneath Southern skies, who 
would stifle honest resentment, and sush 
up all manly remonstrance.

LOSTAGE STAMPS. 


About a week ago a lot of country 
postmasters were summarily decapitated 
for trading in postaze stamps. This whole- 
sale slaughter of Grant's humble follow- 
ers grew out of the law of 1874, which 
makes the compensation of postmasters 
in the lesser towns depeudant upon the 
amount of stamps sold. By swelling 
their sales such postmasters swelled their 
own salaries. They were formerly 
paid a percentage on the number of 
stamps actuallycancelled by them, but the 
Jaw now permits a cross-roads postmaster 
to sell $490 worth of stamps, for example 
‘o “outside” parties, and thu; add about 
$200 to his own pay, less the discount 
allowed the purchaser of the stamps. 
The postmaster could well afford to be 
liberal to large customers. 

Spccial Agent Sharratt of the post-ol- 
fice department illustrates the manner in 
which the , business was concucted near 
New York, by the following story:

the ringleader of a desperate mob of vio- 
lent negroes, who have kept the town of 
Sanderson in a constant state of uproar 
and intense excitement for a considera- 
ble period. The warrants for the arrest 
of Sams have been out one month, and 
the deputy sheriff and party were resisted 
very determinedly by the culprit and 
some of his supporters. Sams had sworn, 
with all the emphasis of a hardened vil- 
lain, 
NEVER TO BE TAKEN ALIVE, 

and had up to Saturday managed to set 
the majesty of the law at complete de- 
fiance. The deputy sheriff had resolved 
upon the execution of the warrant at any 
hazard, and upon mceting with a fierce 
andturbulent resistance, net altogether 
unexpected, kept steadily to his inten- 
tion of securing Sams. In the melee

It is called the Herze- 
govina, because that name of German ori- 
gin means the Duchy. It wasgan inde 
pendent duchy and its rulers bore the 
title Herzeg (duke) before its conquest by 
Mobammed II in 1866. It was long a bone 
of contention between the Turks and Cro- 
ateans, but the treaty of Carlovitz,in 1699, 
made it a part of European Turkey; and 
he precent revelt looks to a dissolution of 
those ties that are nearly two centuries 
old, but are none the stronger on that 
account. 


The province contains grand moun 
tain scenery. It is hedged in between 
the seaanda range of the Alps Its 
people are hardy and warlike. They 
have the reputation of turning out the 
best sword blades in Europe, but still 
agriculture is the chief reliance 
of the province. Its area is 6,420 
square miles, and the population about 
200,000, of whom only one-fifth are Mo- 
hammedans, the rest belonging to the 
Greek or Catholic churches.

a 10-cent billin payment. The storekeeper 
not having a pennyto make clange, he got 
10 cents for his three stamps, and remarked 
to the parchaser, ‘‘] make 6 cents on t 1ese 
three stamps.’’ He was asked how, and he 
replicd that he had 60 per cent. commission 
on all the stamps he sold below $100 Lle 
went away pondering the subject, and af 
ter wards read the law, and coricluded to go 
into the business of buying and selling pos- 
tage stamps. 

Mr. Sharratt states numerous facts to 
show the extent of the trade. New York 
dealers send out circulars to postmasters 
offering to sell them goods, the pay to 
be in postage stamps, which are turned 
Over as soon as received to the large 
firms that use thousands of dollars, 
worth of stamps every year. One man 
in Georgia recently sent an offer toa New 
York firm for a $300 steam engine, to be 
paid in postage stamps. In other 
words, the Georgian wanted to buy an 
engine for about $150. 

All these transactions were lawful. No 
law was violated. A man has a right to 
buy postage stamps where he pleases and 
on such terms as he can obtain. A post- 
master can sell all the stamps he can 
get at his own rates. There is no remedy 
in either case except removal from 
office—a remedy that the department 
vigorously applied last weck. Forty-one 
post mastere were dismissed. This will 
probably reduce the trade to smaller 
dimensions for a few weeks; but an 
effectual remedy can only be found ina 
change of the short-sighted law. The 
practice is readily detected, but what is 
the use of detection when no law is vio- 
lated ? Postage stamps will, therefore, 
become articles of trade, and as such, 
subject to fluctuating quotations. If 
country post masters are hard pushed the 
market will be glutted and prices will 
fall, but in seasons of prosperity stamps 
will undoubtedly command as near their 
par value as a gallon of crooked whisky 
ordinarily does the amount of the gov- 
ernment tax.
